L-nloii officials report that, petty 
thieves are again at largo in the Un- 
ion and have hocn stinling ilie mag:i- 
7.ines .and periodicals out of the Read- 
ing Room. Apparently the thieves h;ive 
a special liking 'for the Illustrated 
magazines such as the Graphic, the 
N'ntional Geographic, and Punch. 
Other articles have also been disap- 
pearing lately. A couple of days ago 
an expensive chinchilla overcoat was 
taken out of the reading room and 
several articles h.xve been taken from 
the billiard room;. , , , . 

Gordon Xairn, acting president of 
the Union, states that everything Is 
being done to apprehend the criminal 
but the Union officials and employees 
cannot do very much without the co- 
operation of the students. MembcrH 
of the ;3tudent's Council state that 
when the culprit is found they «111 
endeavour to havo him expelled from 
the University, 

Nairn Inst night issued the follow- 
ing statement for publication, 

"This Is a most serious state of 
affairs in .college life and it Is up 
to a^l the students to co-operate with 
the Union House committee in seeing 
that the person or persons guilty of 
this thievery are brought to task and 
that their underhand actions are im- 
mediately put a stop to. I strojigly 
believe in dealing very harshly with 
anyone apprehended in such practlctsK, 
and I shall do my best to have the 
college purged of such an undesirable 
element. To stop this regrettable situ- 
ation the co-operation of all the bet- 
ter thinking men around college is 
most necessar}', as unaided the Union 
House committee is lunable to cope 
with it as fully or as quickly as Is 
necessarj'." 

President Amaron made the foIlo>v. 
Ing .statement to the Dully regarding 
this stealing of periodicals: 

"It has been brought to my notlec 
that some frequenters of the Union 
Heading Room are stealing the Illus- 
trated magazines placed there for the 
benefit of the whole student body. 
J'-veiy effort 'Will be made to find out 
wlio Iho guilty ones are. Extremo 
methods \vill be used to detect the 
pilferers and when these have been 
Idwitiflod they will be dealt with with 
the utmost severity. Tlil.s pilfering 
must be stopped— and that at once."

It is regrettable that we should have to report dishonesty 
among McGill men but an apparent epidemic of petty thievery 
has broken out in the Union Within the last few days. The theif 
pr,'.theives appear to have a particular liking, for the best and 
most expensive magazines in the Rciding Room, though they are 
?iiot above stealing any others that take their eye. Also, within 
;the last few days, various articles of clothing, including an ex- 
pensive chinchilla overcoat, have disappeared from the reading 
and billiard rooms. 

It is humiliating indeed to have to admit that such despic- 
able characters have gained admission to the University. It 
seems unfortunate that McGill should have to harbor men whose
